GOLD-TINGED RELIGION 


Strange Britieh Cult Starts Another 
Search for Burricd Private Treasure 
on Mysterious Cocos Island. 

OIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 256.-—{ Bx- 
clusive Dispatch.) A small band of 
| religious fanatics is the latest party 
joilu in search for $60,000,000 
| treasure buried on Cocos Island. 

Captain Parker of the steamer 
Stanley Dollar,. which arrived today 
from Anicon, brings strange tidings 
of five men and two women belong- 
ing to a mysterious English cult who 
were landed at Cocos Isiand on the 
Central American coast, April 11. 

The treasure, which includes many 
costly jewela. is said to have been 
stolen from Lima, Peru, by pirates 
and buried in obscure part of Cocos 
Island. 

The party, which called itself the 
Davis Company of England, took pas- 
sage on the Staniey Dollar at Ancon. 
The expedition was equipped with 
boats and two tons of provisions. 

A. E. L. Mackintosh, who heads the 
mysterious expedition told Capt. 
Parker the sogiety had recently re- 
ceived a confession from a seaman, 
formerly a member of a pirate gang, 
in which he told where the church 
treasure had been buried on the 
island. The reformed pirate also 
gave them charts which would aasist 
them in locating treasure. 

“The party seemed happy and very 
religious,” sai® Capt. Parker. “They 
held religious services twice a day.” 

Many unsuccessful searches have 
been made for this mysterious treasure 
on Cocos Isiand. BExpeditions have 
sailed from here and from Yokohama, 
Sydney, and Liverpool. : 

One notworthy expedition was that

LONDON, April 25.—It was learned 
today that it was in consequence of 
communications between London and

| SAN BERNARDINO, April 25.—J. 
5S. Bright, through his attorneys, 
Daley & Byrne, met their first defeat 
this morning in the effort to prevent 
or delay a recount of the ballots cast 
at the recent municipal elections. 
Judge B. F. Bledsoe, before whom the 
recount wlll be heard, denied the at- 
torneys’ motion to quash the proceed- 
ings. ‘The motion was based upon 
the allegation that the court had no 
jurisdiction and that the petitions for 
a recount of the Mayoralty vote were 
premature. 

Mr. Bright's lawyers contended that 
the order setting the date for the 
recount could not legally be fixed for 
less than thirty days after the elec- 
tion. They based their opinion upon 
a contest carried up from Santa Mon- 
ica. In that contest the Appeal Co 
rendered a decision which lawyers 
say is impossible to decipher. The 
contestants through their attorneys 
fought the motion on a _ decision 
handed down by the Court of Appeals 
at Sacramento. In that decision the 
higher court reverses the Sacramento 
Superior Caprt. The latter court had 

anted a tion similar to the Bright 

otion. The Appeal Court reversed 
this decision and sent the case back 
for trial. x 

Judge Bledsoe's decision, which was 
rendered after a day of argument, was 
in line with the decision of the Sac- 
ramento Court of Appeals and bowled 
the motion out of court. The recount 
is set to begin -tomorrow morning, 
but a criminal action now on trial 
will interfere. It is not expected that 
the recount action will be reached be- 
fore Friday.

LOS ANGELES WOMAN MAKES A 
SPLENDID ADDRESS. 


Pointed Out the Tendency of Girls 
te Flock to the Cities and Urged 
©o-operation of All Good People 


RIVERSIDE, April 26.—Great in- 
terest among the women of the city 


j}eenters in the sessions being held at 


the Woman's Clubhouses of the Calli- 
fornia Women's Parliament. 

The chief feature of this morning's 
session waa the address by Mre. Mina 
Tupper Maynard of Los Angeles on 
“Walt Whitman,” the speaker em- 


|phasizing the many lovely traits of 
and

the kindliness of the 


At the afiernoen session there was 
an excelent eddress on Co-operation, 


iby Mrs. O. Dvneperd Barnum of Los 


Angeles. The speaker urged the co- 
operation wf the 
clubs in the State. She 
girls and young women of the coun- 
try live in towns of less than 2500 
inhabitants and the manner in which 
these girls are coming to the great 
cities and the appalling things which 
there happen to them furnish ample 
evidence of the need of a concerted 
effort on the part of the women’s 
organizations to prevent them from 
falling into bad company. 

The speaker told of the effort be- 
ing made by the Indianapolis so- 
cleties to bring about a minimum 
wage scale for girls and young wom- 
en, making such a living wage. In 
closing Mrs. Barnum said: 

“It is the function of wisdom to 
take the conceit out of knowledge 
Let us try to give the girls true 
knowledge.” 

Prof. F. W. Conrad, superintendent 
of the San Bernardino schools, gave 
the next address, on the important 
subject of “Open Air Schools.” Said 


this speaker: 

“The idea of open-air schools is 
as old as the hills. In a beautiful 
park near Athens, Plato founded. his 
school of philosophy. But the first 
of the modern open-air schools was 
founded in Germany in 1904. The 
plan soon spread to other countries 
and in 1908 the ‘first achool of this 
character to be opened in America 
was inaugurated in Providence. R. 
I. Pittsburgh, Chicago, Hartford, 
Rochester and Boston soon followed: 
The general improvement in health 
of the pupils was soon shown in the 
condition of the rupi's. One case is 
given In which a little girl weighing 
sixty-eight pounds entered an open- 
air achool and tn seven weeks her 
weight was increased to seventy- 
seven pounds. 

“The first open-air school estah- 
lished In Hartford was opened in a 
tent. Experiments were made in 
Chicago with tent schools, the pupils 
im some cases being chosen from 
among those afflicted with tubercu- 
losis, and the results were good.” 

The speaker told of the work being 
done in| thé San Bernardino schools 
where e are open-air departments 
in which the pupils thrive and are in 
every way bettered by such treatment. 
One of these open-air schoolrooms 
is used exclusively for Mexican pu- 
pils, and the results of thus keeping 
these pupile by themselves, the 
speaker stated, are also gratifying. 

At the conclusion of the address of 
Superintendent Conrad there was an 
interesting talk by Francis M. Moody, 
of San Francisco on “Marriage and 
Divoree.” Mr. M y is the secretary 
of the State Commission on Marriage 
and Divorce, and has given consider- 
able time to a consideration of these 
institutions. His address was heard 
with the closet attention and while 
all delegates did not wholly agree with 
some of his suggestions asto how the 
divorce problem should be solved, all 
were convinced of the sincerity of the 
speaker. It is predicted that there will 
be some divergence of opinions tomor- 
row when the resolution on suffrage is 
brought up for consideration and the 
keenes# of Interest will be taken in the 
considération of the resolutions. 

Thera is no programme for tonight 
aside from the reception to be given 
at Glenwood Inn. Tomorrow's sessions, 
it is anticipated, will be the most spir- 
ited of the meeting.

When the latter got the land, 
‘she organized a new cemetery anso- 
clation, the old organization having 
passed out of legal existence on ac- 
count of failure to thé license fee.

against the Los Angeles Railway cor- 
poration that may establish a pre- 
cedent in the State for actions of a 
like nature. 

The question to be derided was 
whether a railway company could be 
held liable for injuries inflicted upon 
a patron riding on the outside of a 
car, In violation of a municipal ordi- 
nance. . The decision in view of the 
facts, declares that it can. 

The trial was held March 27, and 
since. then Justice Forbes has had 
the case under advisement, during 
which time counsel for beth sides 
submitted legal authority to substan- 
tiate their claims. 

Lafferty testified that on Junuary 
24 he boarded a car at Central ave- 
nue and Seventh street, going cast on 
Central. It was crowded, and he was 
unable to get a seat. He stood on 
the buffer in the rear and his trans- 
fer from another line was tendered 
and accepted as fare. 

As the car turned from Seventh to 
go south on Mateo street, the con- 
ducter pulled the chain that throws 
the switch. The front wheels made 
the turn but the switch was released 
too quickly and the rear wheels con- 
tinued on Seventh street, the back of 
the car colliding with a Stephenson 
avenue car. Lafferty was thrown off 
and injured. 

The defense, represented by Gib- 
son, Trask, Dunn and Crutcher, main- 
tained that Lafferty was violating a 
city ordinance by riding on the out- 
side of the car, and therefore was 
committing an unlawful act, for 
which the company could not be held 
liable. 

Attorneys McLain, Sparks and Miles 
asserted that Lafferty had paid his 
fare and been accepted as a passen- 
ger, and that the company was re- 
sponsible. 

An appeal may be made to the 
Superior Court in which the problem 
would .be worked out as a test case.

INSTITUTE FOR AERIAL 
RESEARCH TO START HERE. 


N effort will be made by men 
JA interestea in aviation to revise 

the movement started by Frank 
Garbutt more than a year ago to es- 
tablish an Aerial Research Institute 
near Los Angeles. 

Letters outlining the plan and sug- 
gesting a co-operative effort to make 
a great national research station for 
aeronautics and aviation will be sent 
thie week to Commodore Ryan of the 
United States Aeronautical reserye, 
President Collier of the National Coun- 
cil of the Aero Clubs of America and 
to the Rockefeller Foundation and 
several scientific bodies. In this 
movement Garbutt will be given 
eredit for initiating the idea. 

The matter was taken up early laat 
year and nearly carried to a con- 
clusion, but other semi-civic questions 
intervened and it was dropped tempor- 
ariiy. At the time Mayor Alexander 
was much interested and agreed to 
co-operate, and the business bodies 
were to be asked to unite in appoigt- 

a Board of Administration. 


-Garbutt's plan comprehended scten- 
tific work such as the devising of 
standard aeronautical instruments; 
military and naval experiments di- 
rectly along the lines which Glenn 
Gurtiss and others have successfully 
developed this year at San Francisco 
and San Diego, and similar lines 
which would not only prove of great 
practical value but would also re- 
suit in a great deal of advertising for 
Los Angeles. The plan of work in- 
volved the co-operation of the best 
instrument makers, meteorologists and 
others likely to be interested, and 
would bring them to Les Angeles on 
different occasions. 

A modification of the original ‘iden 
which may lead to the establishment 
of the institute as a national tsti- 
tution will be presented, to Garbutt 
and with his consent will be for- 
warded to eastern men likely to be 
influential in assuring its establish- 
ment. It is planned to found the in- 
stitute patively withous an idea of
